The Allies by long and {wift Marches, firft gain’d 
the advantagious Camp of Leffines on the Dender ; 
the Enemy had advanc’d as far as Ninove with De- 
fign to fecure it, but finding they had made a wrong 
Reckoning of the Time in which the Allies might get 
thither, and thas they had prevented them by their 
great Diligence, they then haften’d back to Gavre, 
and pa(s'd the Schelde there, defigning to march wu 
and poffefs themfelves of the Camp of Pont d’ Ef- 
piers: But they found themfelves out in their Reck- 
oning a fecond Time; forthe Allies with uncommon 
Expedition fent forward a ftrong Detachment ( with 
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of Artillery and 30 of the Dutch,)to lay Bridges over 
rhe Schelde at Audenarde, and fome Fcurs after the 
whole Army foilow’d with all poffible Hafte. The De- 
tachment arriving at che River, loft 2 Hours by the 
bi «..king of oneof their Bridges forthe Artillery,and in 
the Head of theBaemy’sA:my appear'd: 
Yet tne thot. and Foor of the Detachment of the 
Allies pafs’d the River over Bridges of Pontons, and 
form’d tbewleives into Order facing the Enemy. 
Yae French Gen-r?'s inftead of taking the Oppor- 
tunity of falling sminediately wich fupeuour Force 
on thac Detachment, anu rcocu f:curing the Paffage 
of the River before :bc whole Army of the Allies fhouid 
come up,conc.nied chemfelves wich throwing or 11 
Bausatiions iccc the Village ci Henine ana fome 
Hed zes,co cover cbeir Marc>,aad mov'd on: Bur the 
Detachoenr faliing wih great boldnets on thofe Bar- 
taitons, nade the Kuemy tura agen and apply them- 
{sives ferionily tothe Bufinefs which by their Neg- 
ject of the firft Opportunity now grew heavy upoa 
their Hands ; tor coe Ge. und not being -fic for their 
Horte co.aét, their Iofantry were nor of {ufficient 
Weight to driveback the Allies elevaced by tbeie 
firit Succets, whote Army being by this Time come 
up ( the fatter, becaufe they were in no little Ap- 
prehention for their Detachment) crowded over the 
River,and by acquitting themielves, both Officers and 
Spldiers,with the greaceft Increpidity and Prefence of 
Mind, (we may almoft fay toa Man, fo hard was 
ic for any one to diftinguifh bimfelf, as ail our Ac- 
cuunts agree,) fo ftuna’d and cow'd the French; 
that in the Confufion of the Action and the Dark- 
nefs of the Night great Numbers, both of their 
Officers and'Men, yielded themilelves Prifoners in a 
moft thameful Manner; while onthe Side of the 
Allies, in all that Mingle and Cosfufioa, nox two 


Officers are known to have been taken, and fo very © 


few Men that ‘tis unaccountable and almoft 
incredible. The Generals of the Allies fhew’d their 
confummate Prudence in their fpeedy Marches to 
intercept the Enemy and draw them to an Engage- 
andstheir daring Courage in faftning upon 
them on any Terms fo they could bur come to grap- 
Je with them ; and their Troops acted according- 
in perfec Order and with the greateft Forti- 
tude. On the other Hand, the Eneaty’s Generals 
were not onty ourdone in Diligence and Forecaft ; 
bur when Action prefented, feem’d deftitute of Pru- 
cence to inacch the Opportunity of ftriking a Blow 
in the right Place and Time, and of Courage to tug 
bard for Victory when they found an Engagement 
unavoidable: And their Officers and Soldiers acted 
accordingly. Then agen, after they had loft their 
Honour, they were very careful to fave their Can- 
non and Baggage; and fo retreated to Ghenr, in- 
ftead of making the beft of their Way to Lifle or 
ro their Lines ac Comines. The Generals of the 
Allies prefently forefaw, that thould the Duke of 
Berwick throw himfelf into thofe Lines with a fuffi- 
cient Number of Troops for their Defence, the E- 
nemy’s Country behind them would be cover’d and 
the Retreat of the Duke of Burgundy’s Army thi- 
ther facilirated : And therefore they took Care to 
fieze thofe Lines in Time, which they did a few 
Hours before the Duke of Berwick defign'd (as he 
affur'd the commanding Officer in Warneton by a 

eurer,) to be there.
